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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is responsive to the amendment filed 27 June 2006, and the 
election/restriction response filed 20 November 2006. Applicant has elected claims 1- 
18, 34, 39-42, 46, and 49. Claims 19-33, 35-37, 43, 45, 47, 48, 51, and 52 are therefore 
withdrawn from consideration. 

Response to Arguments 

The declaration filed on 27 June 2006 under 37 CFR 1 .131 is sufficient to 
overcome the Chambon reference (US Patent #6,766,177) as applied to claims 1, 6-9, 
and 11. 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 14, 16, 17, and 18, filed 27 June 2006, with 
respect to the rejection of claims 34, 39-42, 46, and 49 under 35 USC §1 02(e) have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 34, 49-42, 46, and 49 
has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments, see page 1 8, filed 27 June 2006, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 2-5, 10, and 12-18 under 35 USC §1 03(a) have been fully considered 
and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 2-5, 10, and 12-18 has been withdrawn. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: In line 2, the claim 
refers to the Mobil gas. The examiner believes this to be a typographical error, intended 
to read "Mobile". Furthermore, the examiner suggests that the Global System for 
Mobile Communications should be referred to the first time it is used in claim 6 rather 
than in claim 8. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ) ( (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)), 

Claims 1-18, 34, 39-42, 46, and 49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by LaDue (US Publication # 2003/0133423 A1). 
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Regarding claims 1-18, 34, 39-42, 46, and 49, LaDue teaches a GSM mobile 
telephone system using SMS (see ]| 86) including a microprocessor and SIM which 
communicate via a bus (see 124) and a buffering device capable of communicating 
with the processor (see Fig. 5, RAM 139). LaDue also teaches a communication device 
operable to recognize handwritten characters (see Fig. 23, PDA 65).
